Another alumnus of The University 
of Tennessee Junior College who is 
making good is George Horton, grad¬ 
uate in 1928, who is an instructor in 
general and economic zoology, ento- 
mology, and vertebrate enbryology at 
the University of North Carolina. 

Attending the old Hall-Moody Col¬ 
lege as a freshman, Mr. Horton was 
a sophomore in the Junior College 
during its first year of existence, en¬ 
tering the University at Knoxville af¬ 
ter receiving high honors in Martin. 
He was graduated from Tennessee 
with a B.S. degree in June, 1930. with 
a major in entomology. 

During his senior year at the Uni¬ 
versity, he served as student assist¬ 
ant in the Department of Entomol¬ 
ogy and as a part-time student as¬ 
sistant in the Department of Bacter¬ 
iology. In September, 1930. he receiv¬ 
ed an appointment to a teaching fel¬ 
lowship in zoology and entomology 
at North Carolina State College, 
where he received his M.S. d gree in 
June, 1932, with an A average. 

He retained his fellowship through 
June. 1933, and since then has held 
the rank of instructor, dividing his 
time between teaching and research.
